Because it's the sea, 
rather than the solid earth, which 
retains the sun's heat when there’s 
plenty of it, and turns chill when it 
wanes. The periodically warming 


and cooling waters wash our shores 


and affect our climate 
currents flow, and it

The weather bureau denies that 
the sun's heat varies. If it does, 
the bureau maintains that the va-

Almost on arriving, Foch takes 
his shears and starts to trim, every- 
thing which can be trimmed. When 
there is nothing more to be trim- 
med he goes back to the house. 

Between times Foch spends long 
hours in his library writing, either 
on his 6wn memoirs, or ag was the 
ease last summer, ‘writing a pre- 
face for the memoirs of Marshal 
Wilson of England, who is an old 
friend of Foch. 

To rest from this work and when 
he has covered a number of pages 
with his large, firm hand-writing, 
the marshal will again pick up his 
shears or his cane and start out on 
tour of his park. When 
he is not trimming a hedge or the 
branches of a tree, he takes out his 
hunting knife and begins whittling 
canes as did the poilus during the 
war, 


From time to time in his Brit- 
tany home Foch receiveg some il- 
lustrious French or foreign 
visitor who has made a_ de- 
tour, to call on the distinguished 
soldier. Last summer the marshal 
received the visit at Treufeuntiniou 


of General Pershing before the lat- 
ter boarded a ship for America. 

When Foch was once asked how 
he passed his time at his Britteny 
home, he responded: “ET play at 
strateky with my trees. "For the 
inarshal, trimming the branches of 
his ancient trees and planting other 
trees in selected spots, erects in 
this way a “first line of defense” 
against the strong winds that blow 
in Brittany. 

Tt is Gurious to compare the oc- 
cupations of Marshal Foch at his 
country home with those of Clem- 
enceau, who on his moor at Saint 
Vincent sur Jard in Vendce  de- 
votes his efforts to conquer the sea 
in reconstructing and consolidat- 
ing the dikes about hig property, 
which the waves have assailed dur- 
ing the winter. 

Also i8 it curious that these two 


men, Clemenceau and Foch, who in 
different roles were victors of the 
wWereat War, never visit each other 
apand seem each to desire to forget 
Pes the other exists. 
At the entrance of Foch's man- 
one sees a little chapel. Here
